PREFACE. 



The object of the present work is to famish the student 
with a manual, at once comprehensive and easy of refe- 
rence. The collection of Synonyms is far more copious 
than is to be found in any other work ; whilst the arrange- 
ment adopted, affords facilities for consultation which 
will in vain be sought for elsewhere. This is a con- 
sideration of material importance ; for as such works are 
referred to chiefly during the process of composition, 
when the writer is at loss for an appropriate word to 
express an idea, nothing can be more inconvenient than the 
necessity of searching through several pages. 

In arranging the words, those have been placed first 
which have a general or comprehensive sense. Where a 
word undergoes a total change in its acceptation, a sepa- 
ration is made by a semicolon. 

The Editor has abstained from the introduction of 
philological remarks, as inappropriate to a work of this 
kind. A Dictionary of Synonyms is consulted rather to 
assist the memory than to inform the ^udgmeiiXu "YtaueA 
who wish to acquire a knowledge of tiie otdvasrj \a«&5*-

ing of words, will consult some of the valuable dictionaries 
of our language, and those who seek a more intimate 
acquaintance with the nicer shades of distinction between 
words apparently synonymous, will not expect to acquire 
it through the medium of a work of so small an extent. 

The present edition has been enlarged by the addition 
of new matter, amounting to more than a third of the 
former one. The Editor considers that it will be found 
especially serviceable for Pupil Teachers, and for all who 
practise the useful exercise of transposing poetical ex- 
tracts into prose ; and ventures to suggest that it will be 
an important help to foreigners in the acquisition of the 
English language. A comparison of this little volume 
with the smaller editions of Johnson's Dictionary, or 
even with the one recently published under the joint 
sanction of the National and Christian Knowledge 
Societies, will at once show how much greater is the 
choice of words which is here placed before the learner.
